TOPEKA, Kan., March 9.—In deposi-

#1,500 bail for his appearance in Utica 
on Feb. 21. The Clerk of the court 
there, however, notified Mr. Houghton 
that as Judge Ray would be holding 
court in New York on that date he had 
adjourned the hearing until March 21, 
and Mr. Felson accordingly was notified 
that he need not appear until the latter 
date. On Feb. 21 the creditors’ counsel, 
when Felson failed to appear, declared 
his $1,500 bail forfeited. As the Com- 
missioner in Ogdensburg forgot to notify 
Mr. Felson of the date set for his exam- 
Ination, he failed to appear there, and 
that $1,500 bail also was forfeited. 

In the interim the Federal Grand Jury 
of Utica indicted Felson for secreting as- 
Sets, and the warrant on that indict- 
ment was sent to Marshal Henkel to ex- 
ecute. On this process, accompanied by 
Mr. Rosenthal and half a dozen other 
lawyers, Felson yesterday surrendered 
himself. His lawyers demanded that he 
be released on $1,500 bail on the indict- 
ment warrant. Mr. Rosenthal insisted 
that because of the adjournment and 
failure to notify his client neither of the 
other bails legally was forfeited. 

Mr. Gleason insisted that, his bail hav- 
ing been forfeited, Felson was a fugitive 
from justice and really in the Marshal's

| kel shouid deliver him. Felson being 
legally in the custody of the Northern

Judge Ray, in the adjoining courtroom, 
was appealed to, and sent the matter back

SAGE’S CLERK A BANKRUPT. 


Slocum Files Petition to Get Rid of 
Some Old Debts. 


Joseph J. Slocum, clerk and right-hand 
man of Russell Sage, has filed a petition 
in bankruptcy, to get rid of a lot of old 
debts, contracted twenty-three years ago 
through losses on stock transactions. His 
schedules show liabilities of $77,105 and 
assets of $75, cash in bank. He has a 
gold watch and chain valued at $25, but 
he asks exemption for these. His life is 
insured for $10,0000 for his children. 

Some of the debts are barred by the 
Statute of Limitations, but they are in- 
cluded in the schedules, in order to get a 
full release from them. There are only 
five creditors—E. C. Benedict & Co., $20,- 
§22; T. L. Scovill, surviving partner of 
G. A. Bennett & Co., $20,353, on a judg- 
ment recorded Feb. 3, 1908, which is a 
revival of a judgment obtained against 
Mr. Slocum for $9,545 on March 21, 1884; 
Grovesteen & Pell, $9,163, barred by 
Statute of Limitations; George S. Scott.& 
Co., $12,069, barred, and Taintor & Holt, 
$15,000. All the debts were incurred in 
1882. Mr. Slocum has been a Director in 
several railroad corpcrations as the rep- 
resentative of Mr. Sage. He was Treas- 
urer and afterward receiver of the Pough- 
keepsie and Bastern Railroad Company. 
He resides at 37 East Sixty-fifth Street, 
in a house said to be owned by Russell 
Sage.

FOOTBALL THREATENED 


Coggeshall Calls Gridiron More 
Dangerous Than Prize Ring. 


THE Y. M. C. A’S POSITION 


Measure Approved by Senate Allows 
4-Round Contests Between Amateurs 


—Elbert Hubbard’s Statistics.

ALBANY, 
Boxing bill passed the Senate to-day by 
The measure permits 
four-round boxing contests between mem- 
bers of organizations that are connected 
with the American Amateur Athletic As- 
sociation. The vote which the bill re- 
ceived in the Scnate is thought to insure 
its passage through the Assembly also. 

During the debate on the bill, Senator 
Coggeshall presented figures to prove that 
boxing was a far more humane sport than 
football. Later the Senator stated that 
it was his intention to introduce a bill 
which would do away with brutality in 
football contests. 

There was not much opposition to the 
measure in the Senate, the only Senator 
who spoke against it being Senator Lewis 
of Rochester, who confined his attack to 
| the reading of newspaper comment, ridi- 
culing the idea that the bill was in the 
| interest of the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation, as asserted by its author, and 
contending that Jeffries and Corbett and 
other professional fighters constituted the 
real force behind the bill. 
| Senator Cooper of Brooklyn said that he 
had taken particular pains to find out 
whether the Young Men's Christian As- 
' sociation wanted the bill, and had found 
out that it did. 


brutality of prize fighting,’’ said Senator 
Coggeshall in explaining his vote in favor 
of the bill, “‘ but although this bill would 
not permit prize fighting, I have some 
figures compiled by Elbert Hubbard 
which show that as between prize fight- 
ing and football, the fashionable sport of 
to-day, there is much to be said for the 
humanity and decency of prize fighting. 
In the year 1904 there were just four 
men who met their deaths as a result of

| kicked and pounded .him, while college 
professors and finely dressed women 
| waved the colors of the opposing team 
}and screamed with delight. That is called 
{decent sport, and yet when a measure is 
|brought in here which seeks to permit 
four-round boxing contests between ama- 
teurs and under rules which absolutely 
forbid brutality we hear a lot of talk from 
the same element which indorses football 
that b6éxing is a low sport. I think it is 
a manly sport when properly conducted, 
and I believe it will be properly conducted 
under this measure.”

HIGGINS’S FOREST MESSAGE. 


Opposes Submitting Burned Timber 
Amendment to People. 


ALBANY, March 9.—Goy. Higgins sent 
a message to the Legislature to-day out- 
lining his policy in relation to the ad- 
ministration of the State Forest Lands. 
He summarized his recommendations as 
follows: 
| “1, That the proposed 
permitting .the removal of 
people.

ANCIENT HEBREW MELODIES 


Choral Society to Further Congrega- 
tional Singing in Jewish Synagogues. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

On Dec. 20 last in a paper read before 
the Council of Jewish Women on “ The 
Problem of Religious Observance" Mrs. 
Solomon Schechter warmly advocated 
congregational singing as an important 
factor in the religious service of the Jews, 
and pleaded for a return to the beautiful 
ancient melodies, at present sadly neglect- 
ed and almost disappearing. Some days 
paper had been read Mr. Rosen- 
blatt wrote to Mrs. Schechter offering to 
Mr. 
Rosenblatt has been the leader of Mr. 
Frank Damrosch’s People’s Choral Union 
during the last ten years. As a result 
the initial meeting of a ‘‘ Choral Society 
for Ancient Hebrew Melodies’’ was held 
on Feb. 28 at the rooms of the Young 
Men’s Hebrew Association. 

A curious coincidence will be of interest.

WAS STRICKEN SATURDA 


Born in Tennessee, He Fought in Two 
Wars, Then Became Governor, 
Representative, and Senator.

_ WASHINGTON, March 9.—Senator Will- 
‘dam B. Bate of Tennessee died this morn- 
ang at the Ebbitt House as the result of 
exposure Saturday aiternoon during the 
‘imauguration ceremonies. The Senator, 
Who was seventy-eight years old, sat for 
early an hour in the chilly, penetrating 
wind. He went home suffering with a 
chill. Nevertheless he’ went tg the Cap- 
itol Monday and Tuesday, when he left 
the Capitol for the last time. 

He became suddenly ill at the dinner 
table Tuesday evening and immediately 
called for a physician, who found him 
suffering from pneumonia, complicated 
by a weak heart. Despite the efforts of 
his physician he became steadily worse, 
and all hope for his recovery was given 
up yesterday. Senator Bate was entirely 
conscious until his death, and, realizing 
that the end was near, yesterday asked 
that he be buried at his old home in 
Washville. He steadily sank during the

Senator Bate had been elected for his 
fourth term in the Senate after a sharp 
struggle in which he was antagonized by 
ex-Représentative Benton McMillin, and 
took the oath of office Saturday noon.

Proofine Stock. 


Miss Cora F. Barnes, stepdaughter .of 
William H. Bliss, a lawyer residing at) 
6 East Sixty-fifth Street, and Mr. Bliss’s | 
wife, Anha B. Bliss, have begun suit} 
against Thomas G. Condon, a broker of 
88 Beaver Street, to recover $30,000 
which they allege Condon induced them 
to invest in stock of the Fireproofine | 
Company. 

The matter came up yesterday in the | 
Supreme Court before Justice Truax on | 
the application of Mr. Bliss, as agent for | 
his wife and stepdaughter, for an order 
eppointing a Commissioner to take testi- | 
mony Of witnesses in the West. Through |

Bliss submitted an affidavit alleging that | 
criminal proceedings were brought against 
Broker Conlon in the West in a case 
Similar to that of his wife and step-| 
daughter, and the proceedings were only | 
dropped after Condon had returned the 
money.

Like most of his royal confréres, King 
Leopold has been decorated with nearly 
every order in Europe, but the honor he 
cherishes the most is the medal of the 
French Humane Society presented to 
him some years ago. As he was walking 
along the Corniche Road, near Ville- 
franche, one afternoon a runaway car- 
riage and pair dashed toward him, whe 
upon the King ran to the horses’ heads 
and, after being dragged several yards, 
succeeded in stopping them. For this 
act of bravery he received the medal. 

King Leopold and Queen Amélie of Por- 
tugal are the only reigning soveriegus 
upon whom the degree of M. D. has been 
conferred. Surgery is one of the King’s 
hobbies, and he has published a number 
of treatises on medical subjects. He is a 
regular visitor to the Brussels city hos- 
pitals and has been known to Sascege the 
wounds of patients on several occasions. 

King Leopold is at heart a democrat, 
as the Belgian masses well know. So 
democratic, indeed, is Leopold Il. that 
any Belgian known to be reputable can 
receive an invitation to the Court balls 
and other functions of the kind. This has 
contributed to make the King very 
popular. 

A good instance of King Leopold's “‘ bon- 
homie’’ and lack of conventionality was 
shown at the recent Internatioral Con- 

ress of Public Art in Brussels. At the 
anquet given in hovror of the delegates 
the King remained throughout the even- 
ing chatting in a familiar manner with 
the representatives of public art societies 
assembled from far and wide. Such a 
democratic attitude on the part of royalty 
is without precedent in Europe. As a 
Selgian delegate remarked on that cera- 
ion: ‘If the Belgians were to proclaim 
a republic to-morrow the King could eas- 
ly be elected President.’ 

King Leopold has a strong sense of hu- 
mor; this fact, though, says Count de la 
Serraz, is only known to his intimates ot 
French ancestry, through his mother, who 
was a daughter of King Louis Philippe, 
the King shows his descent by his “ es- 
prit,” which is decidedly Gallic.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I am in receipt of the following appeal 
from the Naples Society for the Protection 
of Animals: ; 

“The Naples Society for the Protection 
of Animals offered some time ago to un- 
dertake the care of the unmuzzled and 
unlicensed dogs seized by the Naples po- 
lice, and the painless destruetion of those 
unclaimed, provided the municipality de- 
frayed half the cost of building the dogs’ 
home, and paid 8d. per day toward the 
maintenance of each dog.” 

The Veterinary College has now outbid 
the society by offering to provide the 
building gratis if the municipality will 
supply the fittings. This means that 
nearly all the dogs will be vivisected, as 
in Italy no restriction is placed on vivisec- 
tion, and all medical students make ex- 
periments on living animals without using 
anaesthetics. To save them from this 


| terrible fate the society must build the 


home and supply the fittings entirely at 
its own expense. The funds in hand are 
sufficient to cover the cost of the build- 
ing,. but £100 more is needed for the 
purchase of the site, and the working ex- 
penses will probably amount to about £200 
a year, 

Any money given for this purpose will 
be returned if the scheme is not carried 
out.

A Strange Bear-Monkey.

The first example of 'the strange ‘ bear- 
monkey ’’ (Arctocebus Calabarensis) to reach 
England alive has just been received at the 
Zoological Gardens. It was made known ‘to 
science by the Rev. A, Robb, a missionary at 
Old Calabar, who in 1859 sent home a “‘ spirit" 
specimen, but was unable to obtain from the 
natives any account of its habits, beyond the 
facts that it was nocturnal and lived in trees. 
The animal is about ten inches long, covered 
with woolly hair of a yellowish-brown color; 
the muzzle is much more pointed than in Bos- 
man’s potto, a commoner animal, of which 
many individuals have been exhibited at the 
Gardens. The hands and feet are very pecul- 
iar, the digits being divided into two opposing 
portions, which have been likened to the ar- 
rangement of the toes in @ parrot’s foot, and 
are probably adapted to secure a firm grip on 
slender branches and twigs. During the day 
the animal remains at the bottom of its cage, 
rolled up in a furry ball, in which the head is 
completely concealed. But at dusk it wakes 


up and moves about, though slowly and cau- 
tiously, reverting to ‘tts natural habit of com- 
ing out at night in search of insects, which 
constitute a large part of its food.

The Musical Art Society, now twelve 
years old, appears to stand as high as 
ever in the esteem and admiration of its 
public. For the form of art which it 
jespecially cultivates, the unaccompanied 
choral works of the older and newer 
schools, it has won many adherents. The 
second concert of the season, which was 
given last evening in Carnegie Hall, was 
jattended, as the previous ones have been, 
|by an audience very large in size, gen- 
tle, and cultivated in its quality. 

Though his concert fell upon the day 
after Ash Wednesday Mr. Damrosch made 
no attempt, as he has sometimes done be- 
fore, to observe the solemn period in the 
year by choosing music written especially 
for it by the old ecclesiastical composers, 
whose art was so largely devoted to mark- 
ing such periods. Instead, he sought vari- 
ety and contrast in other directions, 

Several of the pleces on the programme 
| have been given.before. One was Pales- 
| trina’s ‘““Stabat Mater,"’ another Bach's 
| great eight-part motet, ‘Sing ye to the

The aloof, impersonal art of Palestrina, 
is represented in his setting of the ‘‘ Stab- 
at Mater,”’ inswhich he has made a celes- 
tial hymning of the Virgin’s grief. Yet 
it seemed as if Wagner in the version he 
made of the work, which Mr. Damrosch 


used in the performance, had endeavored | 


to introduce a different element into it

These are all effective, but 
whether they tend toward the ideal which 
was Palestrina’s inspiration may be 
doubted, 

Of Bach’s motet only about half was 
sung, the first of its three sections. It is 
a magnificent representative of Bach’s 
highest art in choral writing, of an un- 
flaging vigor, and _sonoros effective- 


| ness, It tested the address, the steadiness, 


and the flexibility of the chorus to the 
highest degree; but the response to the de- 
mands made on it was admirable. Mo- 
zart’s lovely hymn, Ave Verum, and an 
arrangement for four voices of Bade's 
song, ‘‘Come, Kindly Death,” 
originally a solo piece, completed the list 
of the ancient music. 

Liszt’s setting of the chorus of the 
Angels from the second part of “‘ Faust,” 
introduced the modern vein into the con- 
cert. It is an ambitious striving to repro- 
duce the mystic spirit of the verse with 
the aid of the orchestra and the frequent 


use of the harp. The chorus failed to give | 


all the effects desired by the composer, 
and the singing, while it was finished, 
lacked something of the delicacy and 


ethereal quality that are called for, es-| 


pecially in the beginning. 
There were three beautiful old Nether- 


land folk songs, harmonized charmingly | 


and. appropriately by Julius Roentgen 
and with refined sense of color. wo 
familiar part songs by Mendelssohn show 
&@ grace and a skillful command of choral 
effect that have in recent years fallen 


into undue neglect, and three by Brahms, | 


from his Opus 62, are full of the spirit of 
the folk song in which he loved to work. 

One of the most interesting numbers of 
the programme was a chorus with or- 
chestral accompaniment—a brilliant and 
flashing accompaniment—from Hugo 
Wolf's unfinished opera, ‘‘ Manuel Vene- 
gas.’’ It is the first piece of Wolf's 
choral writing that has been made known 
here, and is a fascinating work, full of 
the exuberance of Spring, delightfully 
rhythmical, and with many subtle ef- 
fects of shifting harmonies and orchestral 
color. It was.sung with muc. buoyancy 
and gusto by the chorus.

THE PRAXITELEA 
Reasons for Believing the Much-Dis 
‘cussed Statue to be a Portrait. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The wonderfully fascinating statue 
which has attracted so much attention at 
the National Arts Club admits of an in- 
terpretation quite different from that 
which has hitherto been given it: 

The solution of any mystery, to be a 


! 


solution at all, needs to be perfectly con- | 


sistent with itself and leave nothing un- 
explained. The man Who carved this 
great work knew what he was doing, and 
had a_i perfectly consistent purpose 
throughout. To trace this purpose and 
find in it what seems to the writer a/| 
perfectly satisfactory explanation of the 
work in whole and in detail is What I 
shall attempt. Since in the Jast analysis 
art criticism is a matter of opinion, I offer 
no apologies to any one for the courage 
of my convictions. 

It seems to me wholly probable that 
this jis the work of Praxiteles or a copy | 
from his work so nearly contemporaneous 
in date as to entitle it to rank as the 
most perfectly preserved relic of the Prax- | 
itelean age of Greek art. It seems to me/| 
wholly improbable that it was intended | 
to represent Aphrodite at all, for the ex: | 
cellent reason that it does not. The lack | 
of any evidence of an attempt to idealize | 
the proportions of the figure, and the 
presence of what seems to me indisputable 
evidence that it is a portrait statue of a 
woman whose anatomical pecullarities are 
easily accounted for, and which are faith- 
fully and lovingly preserved, are the 
bases of my hypothesis. 

The presence of the dolphin perhaps 
warranted the hasty conclusion that as 
this was the conventional symbol of Aph- 
rodite, or one of them, Aphrodite was 
| of course intended. This name, signifying 
*“*born of the sea foam,” applies to the 
nascent daughter of Zeus and Dione, who 





was carried by the creatures of the deep 
to the shores of Cyprus. Thus repre- 
gented, she would be standing in or on 
the water. The figure under review is 
neither in nor on water. No sculptor, 
|unless a fool, would have attempted to 
| represent water by a lev@l slab of marble 
{scored with ripple marks. Aphrodite at 
|} the moment of her creation would not 


The figure we are considering is walking 
—timidly and almost hesitatingly, indeed, 
but with the weight carried firmly on the 
left foot and the right partly raised for 
a forward step. The need of a support 
under the raised heel, 
accounts for the strut which connects it 
to the pedestal. A sculptor who wished 
to convey the impression that the figure 
was on water would have given the requi- 
site support in a rolling wave or undula- 
tion and thus avoided the expedient 
which, assuming that she is walking on 
water, would have been ridiculous. The 
spread of the toes of the foot which car- 
| ries the weight shows very clearly to my 
mind that something more stable than 
j; water is meant to be under it. Moreover, 
| the feet are not those of a being just 
created who is using them for the first 
|time, They have a muscular development 
| which comes only from systematic use for 
a specific purpose.

| Board of Estimate Will To-day Pass 
Compromise Agreed On by 
Fornes and Ahearn. 


All obstacles in the way of the new sta- 
tion and terminal plans of the New York 
Central Railroad have been removed, and 
the Board of Hstimate to-day will grant 
to the company the necessary permission 
to proceed with its work. 

For many weeks a committee of the 
members of the Board of Estimate, con- 
sisting of Controller Grout, President 
Fornes of the Board of Aldermen, and 
Borough President Ahearn, has been at 
work trying to agree on the terms to be 
paid by the company to the city for the 
various privileges. Controller Grout has 
made a strong stand for what, the com- 
pany e*ays, are practically prohibitive 
terms, but yesterday it became known 
that the Controller has lost the support 
of Messrs. Fornes and Ahearn, who will 
report a compromise plan at to-day's 
meeting, which will be passed, although 
possibly without the vote of Mr. Grout. 

The plans provide for the demolition of 
the present Grand Central Station and 
the construction in its place of an elab- 
orate white structure, sitting back from 
Forty-second Street and, with the grounds 
surrounding it, extending from Vander- 
bilt Avenue to Lexington Avenue. The 
plans also provide for an enormous via- 
duct, 100 feet wide, running up Park 
Avenue back of the proposed new sta- 
tion from Forty-fifth to Fiftieth Street, 
so as to cover absolutely all of the rail- 
road tracks, instead of leaving them 
partially exposed, as now. The viaduct, 
lin effect, will be a new street built over 
the tracks, and will be a great improve- 
| ment to the neighborhood. Forty-second 
Street will be widened forty feet, which 
will be taken from property owned by 
the railroad; Vanderbilt Avenue will be 
widened from 70 feet to 180 feet by the 
|same process, and Depew Place will be 
utilized. 

Controller Grout wanted the railroad 
|; company to pay $375,000 for the use of 
Depew Place and for certain underground 
encroachments on Lexington Avenue, but 
the committee has placed the compensa- 
tion at $855,000. The Controller also 
| wanted the company to pay $15,000 a 
year for the first fifteen years and $380,000 
a year for the next ten years for the 
|rental of vault space under other city 
streets, with a readjustment of the terms 
|at the end of twenty-five years. The 
committee has decided to fix the rental 
at $10,000 a year for twenty-five years, 
|and has decided on no course of action 
beyond that period. 

Another point on which the Controller 
has been outvoted by the committee re- 
lates to the cost of widening the proposed 
Park Avenue viaduct. It was planned to 
have the city build this viaduct seventy 
feet wide, at a cost of $600,000, as the 
city would be the beneficiary. The rail-

| ereased to 190 feet in width, which the 
| committee agreed to, but for the addi- 
| tional cost Mr. Grout wanted the rail- 
road to foot the bills, amounting to $175,- 
000. He held that the railroad would be 
the beneficiary for the widened viaduct.

MORE TIME OFF PROVIDED 


New Order Gives Twelve Hours Three 
Times a Month in Addition to 
Twenty-four Hours Weekly. 


Fire Commissioner Hayes yesterday di- 
rected Chief Croker to discontinue the 
test of the two-platoon system in the 
Third Battalion which was started on 
| Dec, 5 last. The Commissioner has con- 
cluded that the system is impracticable 
and undesirable for the city, as well as 
the members of the department, 

A concession has been made by which 
the firemen will get, in addition to the 
twenty-four hours’ leave of absence 
every five days, which they now re- 
ceive, an extra leave of twelve hours 
each three times a month. Commission- 
er Hayes, in his desire to add to the com- 
fort of the members of the department, 
took the step voluntarily. The follow- 
ing communication was transmitted to 
| Chief Croker yesterday by Mr. Hayes: 

‘‘ Dear Sir: I have your report of March 
2 upon the experimental test of the two- 
platoon system of fire duty which has 
been in progress in the Third Battalion 
District since Dec, 5, 1904, and in which 
you state that its adoption will result 
in the utter demoralization of the Fire 
Department of this city. 

“The detailed report on the two-platoon 
trial, from chief officers, battalion chiefs, 
and company commanders, embraced in 
your letter of March 2, coincides with 
the report made to me as the result of 
private investigation, and I have reached 
the conclusion that the two-platoon sys- 
tem of fire duty is not practicable. I 
find that the system is neither good for 
the interests of the city nor for the in- 
terests and welfare of the men them- 
selves, and direct that the experiment be 
terminated in the Third Battalion at 
the earliest moment that your office can
